The California Walnut Growers’ As­ 
sociation bes received orders for more 
walnuts than it can deliver. In less 
than two days after the new walnut 
prices were named, 
eastern 
buyers 
had sent wires into the association’s 
office in Los Angeles for more walnuts 
than th* association 
had 
estimated 
that it could deliver this yea!*. The as­ 
sociation expects to handle not less 
than 44,OOO,OOO 
pounds 
of 
walnuts 
this year. 
The association managers have had 
to decline orders for ninety-three car­ 
loads of walnu s. aggregating 40,000 
bags weighing 10<) pounds each. 
There is tho possibility that the es­ 
timates of the size of the crop are un­ 
der what the tonnage will turn out 
to he. 
If that should he true 
this 
year, the association has on hand or­ 
ders to cover all possible tonnage over 
the estimated output. 
The report of the situation as given 
by the association office is good news 
to Orauge county walnut growers, for 
it means that association members are 
going to get their money curly in the 
reason. It is believed now that this 
year toe association will wind up the 
season's business p s i:lier 
than 
ever 
before. 
C. Tho?pp, general manager of the 
association, save the

able condition of business is due large­ 
ly to the tremendous demand for Cali­ 
fornia walnuts He expressed the be­ 
lief that the heavy demand for asso­ 
ciation products this year is largely a 
result of the high standard which has 
been sot in psst years. 
The California walnut crop, worth 
from $15,009,000 to $15,000,000. is be­ 
ing snapped up, despite 
heavier im­ 
portations from Europe than have ar- 
rtt'ed since 1915.

BOSTON, Oct. 14.—Ralph S. Bauer, 
for many years an advocate of public 
ownership of street railway systems 
and free rides for the publi:, has sug­ 
gested to the special stave commis 
sion on street railways that the Bos­ 
ton Elevated Railway Company’s sys­ 
tem should be run on this plan.
